Vera Cruz, May 4.— Persistent re- 
ports continue to circulate here that 
General Huerta intends to retire 
from the provisional presidency of 
Mexico on condit on that he be as- 
sured a safe-conduct to a port and be 
placed on hoard a foreign warship 

The resignation of Jose Lopez Por- 
tillo y Rojas, the foreign minister, 
coup ed with reports that there is a 
growing undercurrent of feeling in 
Mexico City against the Huerta gov- 
ernment, is interpreted here as fore- 
shadowing a change in the situation 
in the federal capital. 

Close observers here of the g v- 
ernment's situation believe Senor 
Portillo's resignation may clear the 
way eventually for the appointment 
of a foreign minister, who under the 
Mexican constitution, could succeed 
General Huerta as president. In 
these circles, it is pointed out that 
while Venustiano Carranza declined 
to treat with General Huerta he 
might consent to enter into nogotia- 
tians with his successor and thus fa- 
cilitate mediation. 

Continued rebel successes in the 
north and the outcome of the attack 
on Tampico may, according to well 
informed opinion, bring about a 
rapid change in Mexico City. 

News of the peaceful way in which 
the Americans are occupying Vera 
Cruz, it is said, has spread to the 
capital, and has convinced Mexicans 
there that the American invasion of 
the port is not for conquest or ag- 
gression. Refugees deelare the cap- 
ital's inhabitants fear the coming 
there of General Villa more than 
that of the American troops.

The scope of mediation plans for the 
settlement of the Mexico crisis has 
been broadened to include the entire 
range of Mexican affairs— not alone 
the critical issue between the United 
States and the Huerta regime, but 
also the conflict between the ele- 
ments of northern and southern Mex- 
ico which have rent the republic for 
many months. This signal enlarge- 
ment of the mediation program fol- 
lowed the receipt of a formal accept- 
ance by Gen Carranza, chief of the 
constitutionalists, of the principle of 
mediation, as proposed by the am. 
bassador from Brazil and the minis- 
ters from Argentina and Chile Al- 
ready the United States and Huerta 
had formally accepted the good of- 
fices of these South American en- 
voys and now as a further step Gen. 
Carranza has been brouRht into the 
deliberations so as to draw every ele- 
ment and faction within the ranjje of 
any settlement which may be attain- 
ed. Earlier in the day the med ators 
made another decisive move, in ask- 
ing the United States and General 
Huerta to agree to an armistice by 
which all aggressive military move- 
ments would be suspended pending 
the outcome of the negotiations. The 
mediators confidently expect both 
sides to accept the armistice propos- 
al. A sera ate proposal for an ar- 
mistice between Huerta and Cairan- 
za also will be made, and with its ac- 
ceptance all of the warring elements 
hrougbout Mexico as well as the 
rican forces, would maintain a 
military status quo. The American 
government in its formal reply to 
the armistice proposal will stipulate 
expressly that any untoward act to- 
ward Americans will be regarded as 
an infraction of the armistice.

Favorite Dessert That Is Not Too Rich

Have Mm** water In a kettle or fllsh 
alrrady boiling and makr> a stiff paste 
with the following Ingredients: One- 
quarter pound earn of fin* chopped 
auet. dried currants and raisins, one 
pint wheat flour, one-half teacup breal 
criimhB. one ««'ll beaten egg. one-halt 
teaapoon cinnamon, one quarter tea 
apoon table Halt and a little cold water 
It la well tn mix suet, salt and flour 
together before adding other Ingredi- 
ents Hprend a piece of clean, white 
Cotton cloth about 12 Inches aounre on 
a bread or kneading board and flour It 
and dredge cloth quite plentifully with 
flour and tie with a atrong, white cot- 
ton string This prepared, lower It 
carefully Into the boiling water and 
keep u boiling steadily for fully 2% 
hours. Serve with hard or liquid sauce 
whichever Is liked best. There should 
be a rest of some sort at bottom of 
kettle or dlah so that pudding bag will 
not reat on or touch bottom of dlah 
while pudding la boiling. To make 
provision for this we prefer a small 
flat rack made of small, smooth, nar* 
row Dleces of wood joined together 
with wooden pegs, thoroughly cleansed 
so as to prevent taste of wood. After 
pudding has boiled the required time 
remove while water Is stHl boiling, be- 
fore removing kettle or dlsb from fire. 



PAPER TOWELS AND NAPKINS 



No Objection to Their Use When 
Thore Is a Temporary Shortness 
of the Linen Articles. 

Many particular housekeepers wttl 
large families are often temporarily 
Inconvenienced by finding the supply 
of towels and table napkins has given 
out before the laundry comes in. They 
would be greatly pleased with the re- 
sult, besides the wear and tear on the 
linen being lessened, by re-enforcing 
the supply with the paper towel. 

Rolls of paper towels placed in th«- 
bathroom for the hands of the school 
children, who usually make sad havoc 
of the whits towel, are very practical 
helps. A roll could also be placed tn 
the nursery to wipe smeary little 
hands and faces. A roll could be 
used in the kitchen to replace the 
roller towel. A paper napkin looks 
very well on the table tray as a sub- 
stitute for the linen napkin. 



Slight Flavors Change Dishes. 

Many of the simplest dishes may be 
greatly changed In flavor If a little at- 
tention is given to the matter of sea- 
soning. Those who have not tried it 
should use a little nutmeg for season- 
ing when next serving spinach. Just 
a few coriander seeds will glorify the 
dish of beets. Use a sprinkling of 
grated cheese with creamed cauli- 
flower. It Is delicious. Drop two or 
three cloves Into the vegetable soup 
and see how the flavor of the various 
vegetables Is accentuated and yet 
blended. Curry powder too often- is 
confined to the sauce served with 
chicken. Vse a shaking or two with 
brussels sprouts. Pimentos may be 
used to advantage not only In salads 
and In preparing sandwiches or can- 
ipes, but the cook who discovered that 
they give a zest to the oyster soup de- 
serves the thanks of every epicure. 

Simple Cleaner for Silver. 

Put two teaspoonfuls of precipitated 
rhalk In a bowl and moisten with 
enough ammonia to make a smooth, 
thick cream. Paint this on the silver, 
mix more as it is needed, and if the 
cream dries in the bowl faster than 
you can paint, moisten with a few 
more drops of ammonia. With a piece 
of old soft cloth wipe off the pieces on 
which the cream has thoroughly dried, 
brushing out all crevices with a tooth- 
brush and follow with a chamois. The 
result is the smooth, white gloss of 
fine old silver. 

Buttered Noodles. 

Throw the noodles Into boiling 
water and let them boll for ten min- 
utes. Take them up with a strainer 
and put on a hot dish. Melt some 
fresh butter In a stewpan, sprinkle a 
large handful of breadcrumbs lu it, 
and let them remain until they are 
lightly browned, then put them upon 
the noodles. Clarify a little more but- 
ter If the first portion was dried up 
In brownltiK the crumbs, and pour It 
over the dish; serve very hot. 

Codfish Surprise. 

Heat a cup of creamed codfish with 
ts much hot mashed potato; add the 
stiff white of an egg. fill buttered 
dishes and bake brown. A nice dish 
to accompany the luncheon flsh is 
either a salad of cucumbers with 
Preach dressing and sliced tomatoes, 
with the same dressing, or tomatoes 
dipped in crumbs and egg and fried or 
broiled.

LE83 LUNACY IN LONDON. 

Lunacy in Ixmdon is on the de- 
cline according to figures given in I 
report by the asylums committee. 
The number of insane persons for 
whose accommodation the council is 
responsible has risen this year by 
272. But this is less by nearly 5" 
per cent than the increase recorded 
tost year, though it is practically the 
same as the increase of 1!U2 over 
1911. The average annual increase 
over a period of 24 years "is 4C2. The 
increase in the total number of luna- 
tics (including those in the case of 
the metropolitan asylums board, in 
workhouses, or with friends) is also 
declining^though not so remarkably. 
This year it is 353, as against 506 in 
1913 "and 530 in 1912. The average 
annual increase is 521. The number 
of criminal lunatics for whom the 
country is culled u|>on to find accom- 
modation is this year reduced to 34 ; 
and the total number of patients in 
the London asylums (19,524) is 71 
higher than last year. 

THEATER PRICES LONG AGO. 

Talk of reducing theater prices in 
England recalls the charges made in 
former times. In Shakes|>cure'8 day 
the ordinary priees were: Boxes, one 
shilling; pit, sixpense; gullery, two- 
pence; which, making allowance for 
the difference in money values, 
means that boxes were cheaper, but 
that for other parts of the house the 
charges were about the same as they 
are today.

A lcgnl definition of burglars' 
tools is made \>\ the supreme court 
of Wiseon-iii in State vs. Bolinski, in 
construing a statute which prohibits 
a person from having in possession 
a "machine tool or implement" de- 
signed for cutting through or break- 
ing any building, room or vault, with 
intent to use it in order to seal from 
any building, room or vault any 
money or property. 

It was held that the word "tools" 
includes implements used to perform 
a physical operation when directed 
by hand and arc movable for such 
operation, as distinguished from a 
machine, which is a combination of 
parts by which, when motive power 
is supplied directly, or by relation to 
another physical instnimentalit v, 
some physical result will be pro- 
duced, and the term "machine tool, 
or implement," as so used, includes 
a buttle two-thirds full of nitroglyc- 
erine, three pieces of fuse, fitted wi'h 
a detonating cap, which, when used 
together, might cause nn explosive 
force which could lie used to hreak 
a building, room or vault.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH NO. 4. 

Nat Gaither, Soldier and Presi- 
dent of The Bank of 
Hopkinsville. 



The President of the Bank of Hop- 
kinsville, Nat Gaither, is one of the 
best known men in Hopkinsville and 
has been for nearly 5o years. He is 
not a native of the city, but was 
born at Cerulean Springs Nov. 26, 
1844. being a son of Wm. N. Gaither. 
He was in school at Colombia, Ky., 
where his grandfather. Dr. Nathan 



pany was transferred to Col. J 
renGrisby's Sixth Kentucky Cavalry, 
becoming Co. H therein. Gen. Basil 
W. Duke was brigade commander, 
bcink, n Morgan's division. The 
young soldier received his "baptism 
of fire" in the bloody fight Tat Mur- 
freesboro. when the famous Orphans' 
Brigade lost 2,500 men. During this 
fight Nat Gaitna^ and Marshal Ney 
Stone were mane couriers for Gen. 
Hanson and were near him when he 
fell fatally wounded. 

He was with Gen. Morgan at Mil- 
ton, Tenn., at Snow Mountain and 
in the raids into Kentucky that final- 
ly culminated in the famous Ohio 
raid. While crossing the river on 
the flight from Ohio at Burlington's 
Bar, Union gunboats came upon the 
scene and most of the cavalrymen 
were captured, some escaping into 
Kentucky and some turning back in- 
to Ohio to be captured later. Mr. 
Gaither was captured and sent to 
Camp Chase at Columbus in July 
1863 and later was transferred to 
Camp Douglas in Chicago. He says 
he was humanely treated in both 
prisons, but naturally preferred to 
be free. Late in September or early 
in October he and Fielding Baker, 
of Trigg county, planned to escape 
by bribing the guards. Mr. .Gaith-
